SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Swank's Just 18 September 1998 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Swank's Just 18 September 1998 is a magazine half of which comprises photostories 
mainly of single females displaying breasts, buttocks and genitals (many with parted 
labia). The remainder of the magazine mainly comprises advertisements for telephone 
sex and some stories of an explicit sexual nature. All participants appear to be in their 
late teens or twenties although there is considerable emphasis in the text on females 
having just turned 18 years of age. There is some coarse language and some 
references in the text to anal intercourse. 

The magazine is objectionable because it tends to promote and support the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. The magazine focuses on females 
being preoccupied with sex prior to the age of 18, and females' youth, inexperience 
and vulnerability. This is further emphasised by the males in the stories, for example, 
being significantly older than the females and in positions of power. The tone of youth, 
vulnerability and inexperience is also supported by the youthful appearance of some of 
the models, such as having physically small breasts, having hair in pigtails or sucking a 
lollipop, and wearing clothes associated with young persons such as a tartan mini skirt. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in 
determining a classification for Swank's Just 18 September 1998. Because the 
magazine tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual 
purposes, s3(2)(a) of the FVPC Act applies to the publication. In this instance s3(2) of 
the FVPC Act overrides the rights and freedoms outlined in si4 of the NZBR Act 
because s3(2) is a deeming provision that cannot be given a meaning that is 
consistent with si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
